New Yorx, July 7.—([Special.]—Henry 
Maillard, the millionaire confectioner, and 
his wife Josephine have separated, and she 
has begun ings in the Supreme 
Court for a legal separation on the 
grounds of abandonment and failure to sup- 
port her. Judge Truax today in the 
Supreme Court granted an order for the serv- 
ice of the summons and complaint upon Mr. 
Maillard by publication. He is living in Paris, 
while Mrs. Maillard resides in this city. Jose- 
phine married Maillard in 1878, Since then 
they have resided in this city with the 
exception of trips taken by them to Europe 
almost yearly. It was on their last tour, in 
March, that their marital relations were sev- 
ered—rather suddenly and unexpectedly for 
the wife. 

After their arrival in Paris Mr. Maillard in- 

structed his wife to go to a certain hotel, 
promising to jcin her there the next day. She 
went to the hotel and waited patiently, but her 
husband did not join her and has since 
failed to keep his promise to do 80. 
She remained at the hotel for some weeks, but 
did not receive any word from him. Finally 
as she could hear nothing asto his whereabouts 
she left the hotel and returned to this 
city. Upon going to her residence she found 
house darkened and locked and the 
sign To Let upon it. When she asked her 
husband’s son where his father was the young 
man said that he was not coming to this 
country any more and that his intention was 
to remain in France, Mr. Maillard’s wealth 
is estimated ‘at about $2,000,000 and his in- 
come is put at about $100,000 a year. 


RETURN OF THE DISABLED SERVIA. 


The Big Cunarder Brought Back to Her 
Docks—Disgusted Passengers. 

New Tonk, July 7.—[{Special.}|—Eleven 
hundred and fifty-three extremely disgusted 
passengers, including Prince George of 
Greece, sailed up New York Harbor this even- 
ingon board the Cunard steamship Servia, 
which came to anchor about 7 o’clock off 
Bedloe’s Island. As told in today’s TMRHUxx, 
the Servia, which sailed from this 
port at dawn last Saturday morning, 
was sighted by the North German Lloyd 
steamship Eider about 130 miles east of Sandy 
Hook at 9 o’clock Monday morning in tow of 
the Dutch oil-carrying steamer Chester, 
When this fact became generally known many 
tugs from this city went in search of the dis- 
abled Cunarder. The success that met their 
quest was best shown this afternoon when the 
Servia came up the bay like some great 
leviathan surrounded by a small shoal of little 
fish. 

At one time off Sandy Hook eleven tugs 
surrounded the ocean liner, showing the way 
at a little distance or else hugging the sides of 
the big steamer, to which they were firmly 
lashed and which depended on these lilipu- 
putian craft for its entire motive power. The 
Servia did not stop- at quarantine, but sailed 
by at a speed of six knots an hour. 

Onde on the deck of the Cunarder a reporter 
soon had the whole story of what had occurred 
from the hour of sailing at dawn of Saturday 
until the Servia arrived off quarantine, Sat- 
urday being the first day out, the enjcyment | 
of the novelties of am ocenn voyage was im- 
pressed on everybody, and when the cabin 
passengers sat down to dinner that evening 
the great diniug saloon was full uf people and 
the buzz of merry conversation. 

Shortly after 1 o’clock a clanking sound, as 
though of a crash in the machinery, was heard 
and then the speed of the great steamship was 
perceptibly diminished. The vessel gradually 
came to a full stop. 

Capt. Dutton said the piece of machinery 
broken was the crank pin of its high-pressure 
engine, and that it was fortunate that the ac- 
cident had occurred when the vessel was no 
further from land, and in the direct track of 
all the ocean steamers. He said it would 
be necessary to get a vessel to tow 
the Servia back to New York. As soon 
as it was dark enough the officers of the 
Servia began sending up signal rockets with- 
out attracting attention, although two large 
steamers passed near the disabled vessel dur- 
ing the night. This was probably due to the

man who is investigating the Erie wreck at 


Ravenna. Car Inspector S. C. Arnold of 
Kent testified that the freight-train left Kent 
almost immediately after the passenger had 
pulled out, and that when the freight was 
under way the express was not more than 200 
feet ahead of it. The speed recorder on the 
freight locomove showed that the train 
ran the first three miles at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour, the fourth twenty-eight miles, 
and the fifth and sixth at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour, and when thecollision occurred 
it was going twenty miles an hour. Barney 
Dyer, watchman at a crossing about three 
miles west of the wreck, swore that when the 
freight passed him the express was not more 
than a mile away. 

This testimony, it is said, shows that the 
freight had encroached at least three minutes 
on the time of the express, which was running 
late with a heavy train. The freight had 
orders to run thirty miles an hour, five miles 
faster than schedule time. The testimony

TRACED TO ITS SOURCE. 


THE LAKE IN DEATH VALLEY FED 
FROM THE COLORADO RIVER. 


First Authentic Information Regarding the 
Mysterious Inland Sea—The Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company’s Exploring 
Party Returns to Ogilbie and Files Its 
Report of an Interesting Expedition— 
The Great Lake Will Not Be Permanent. 

Los AncELEs, Cal., Juty§7.—[Special.}—The 
party sent out in a wagon from Salton last 
week by the Southern Pacific railroad com- 
pany to find out the source of the Desert 
Lake returned to Ogilbie last night after a 
hard trip. Engineer Carter and the two In- 
dians who accompanied him as guides met 
with several adventures, and at one time it 
looked as if they were about to 
be hemmed im by the various sloughs 
through which the water is passing 
from the Colorado River to the desert. 
Mr. Carter reports that the water leaves the 
Colorado River at a point eight miles from E) 
Rio and flows through several channels from 
four to six feet deep and from thirty to sixty 
feet wide. It flows westward along the sand 
hills on the line of the old overland stage route 
through Alamo MuchoStation. The channels 
at this station join, making a stream 100 yards 
wide or more and having a current of four 
miles an hour and gaining. The river here 
was too deep to get the depth, but the old 
slough at this point was formerly twenty feet 
deep. This is about thirty-five miles from the 
river, 
A River Two Miles Wide. 

The party followed the stream two miles 
farther in the direction of Indian Wella. The 
water here all the way is from one half mile 
to two miles wide and from two to four feet 
deep, having a velocity of two miles an hour. 
The main channel passes Cook’s Well, Seven 
Wells, Gardiner’s Station, Butte Station, then 
onto Alamo Mucho, making a distance of 
fifty-two miles from the Colorado River. 
This is the point at which it enters the desert 
for Salton. 

The old stage route, with the exception of 
five or six miles, is all covered with water. 
The only way to reach this point is over the 
sand hills and mesa. This proves conclu- 
sively that the theory as to the source of the 
water in ‘the first place was correct 
and proves further that a permanent 
lake will not be established from the present 
break. As soon as the Colorado River falls a 
few feet the source of supply will be shut off 
and then it will take but a few days for evap- 
oration to get in its work on the lake, even 
should the whole of the Colorado River make 
its way to the desert, which is not at all prob- 
able, as the bed of the river is much lower 
than the new river channels or sloughs, which 
are dry, except where there is an overflow 
from the Colorado. 

No Danger for the Southern Pacific. 


It is estimated by the Southern Pacific en- 
gineers that it will take the water five years to 
reach the main track of the Southern Pacific, 
which is only one-half mile from the water at 
present. 

Tonight the Southern Pacific company sent 
out a party of engineers under the command 
of Assistant Engineer Swain with in- 
structions to make a careful examina- 
tion and ascertain whether it is necessary 
to attempt to check the flow of water 
to the desert. They do not believe at present 
that the Colorado River is liable to change its 
channel, but they want to be on the safe side 
in case it should become necessary to throw 
the water back in the main channel. 

The water rose about one and a half inches 
today, but the Colorado River is falling fast, 
and the chances are that the flow through the 
channels at El Rio will cease entirely in a few ] 


days. 
NEW WISCONSIN CENTRAL LOAN, 


Five Per Cent Bonds to the Amount of 
$12,000,000 to Be Issued, 

Mrtwavuxkzz, Wis., July 7.—[{Special.]—A 
circular relating the plan of the Wisconsin 
Central for refunding ite car trust obligation 
has been issued to the stockholders of the 
Central Car company.

ROW IN THE DETROIT COUNCIL CHAMBER 


Fierce Conflict Between City Fathers and 
1 Citizens, 

Derrorr, y 7.—[Special,}]—The 
Council meeting tonight was attended * an 
enormous crowd of indignant citizens gath- 
ered to show their interest in the street rail- 
way franchise question, and, as it proved, to 
voice their indignation at the work of the 
boodle Council. It was expected Mayor 
Pingree would veto the recently granted fran- 
chises, and that as a result of the citizens’ 
mass-meeting last night enough Aldermen 
would change their minds to sustain him. 
But the meeting last night frightened the al- 
leged boodlers worse than was an- 
ticipated, for before the Mayor could 
have his veto read the Council 
had moved to reconsider the first franchise 
granted. It then rescinded its action on 
it. The second franchise then came up and 
during the discussion which followed bedlam 
broke loose. The packed chamber was filled 
with excited men, who cried: “ Down with 
Boss Jacobs and his gang; “Tar and 
feather the bons, Hang him,” and similar 
cries. Jacobs faced ‘the storm a moment, 
speechless with rage and actually foaming at 
the mouth. When he did speak he damned 
the citizens roundly and moved on them. Af- 
fairs became so threatening at this point that 
to transact business was impossible, and 
amidst the greatest tumult every one piled out 
of the Council chamber, Aldermen and all. 
No adjournment was taken. 


BOODLER OWEN MURPHY GETS CONFUSED. 


He Makes an Exhibition of Himself in the 
Corruption Case at Ottawa. 

Orrawa, Ont., July 7.—[Special. ]}—Owen E. 
Murphy, the self-confessed New York excise 
boodler and adept hand at boodling in Can- 
ada, seems to have met his match m 
diplomacy and fencing in B. B. Osler, the 
leading counsel for the defense in the charge 
of corruption preferred against Sir Hector 
Langevin, Minister of Public Works, and 
Thomas MeGrevy, member of Parliament. 
Murphy was a member of the firm of Larkin, 
Connelly & Co., contractors. Robert McGrevy, 
a brother of Thomas, was also a member of 
the firm, and it was sworn by Murphy that the

M’CABE, WRIGHT, AND PHALEN HELD. 


Inquest on Azel Lund, the Victim of the 
Milton Avenue Gang. 

Edward McCabe, Joseph Wright, and Will- 
iam Phalen were held by a Coroner’s jury yes- 
terday for the murder of Axel Lund Monday 
morning at 1 o’clock on Milton avenue. Cor- 
nelius McCarthy is also detained as a wit- 
ness, Jerry MeCarthy, another member of the 
gang, was not held. 

Deputy Coroner Barrett held the mquest 
yesterday morning at the East Chicago Ave- 
nue Station, and the jury returned a verdict 
of “death from a bullet wound at the hands 
of Phalen, Wright, and MeCabe.“ It recom- 
mended that “they be held for murder and 
Cornelius McCarthy as a witness.” 

Officer Reynolds testified that the McCarthy 
gang was suspected of having a hand in the 
attempt to kill Lieut. Barcal early Sunda 
— — was wanted by the police. Wi 
Officer y he was watching the house. He 
then described the murder — the capture of 
Wright, whose hands were bloody and who 


had bloody money in his ket. It was 
Reddy who shot McCabe as latter was re- 
treating into the McCarthy dive. 


Cornelius McCarthy was brought into the 
court-room and with considerable nervous- 
ness reiterated the statement previously made 
to Inspector Schaack in his cell. His version 
of the affair is as follows: 

„At 12 0’clock Sunday evening I, McCabe, 
Wright, and Phalen spent some time drink - 

. Seeing two officers across the street from 

re we were standing we went into Mc- 
Carthy’s home, at No. 60 Milton avenue, for 
fear of arrest. After some further drinking 
we went out again on the street and saw a 
yo Swedish man coming toward us. 

“* McCabe remarked: ‘ Here comes a fruit- 
er,’ ste up to him, and asked for a cigar- 
ette. cCabe and Wright followed bim as 
far as No. 44 Milton avenue and then heard 
eries for help and reports of four shots. I 
went down to the piace where the shooting oc- 
curred after the patrol-wagon and saw Wright 
under arrest and Phalen in the crowd. 

Young McCarthy confessed that he was 
without employment and that his brother 
Jerry was a tough crook, but knows noth- 
ing of Jerry’s whereabouts day or the 
night of the murder. 

‘here remains little room for doubt regard- 
ing the participation of McCabe, Wright, and 
Phelan in the deed, but who was the fourth 
person seen by the officers was not brought 
out at the inquest. 

In consideration of Cornelius McCarthy’s 
turning State's evidence he was released from 
custody yesterday afternoon in his own recog- 
nizance in $1,000. From the information now 
in possession of the police Jerry McCarthy, 
the leader of the Milton avenue gang, has 
been exonerated from all connection with the 
murder of Azel Lund. It is now known that 
he was not with the gang at the time Lund 
was shot Sunday night. 

William Gallity and John Bouvitz are still 
held at the Chicag: Avenue Station for partici- 
pation in the shooting of Lieut.

The inquest on the body of Frank Gilroy, 
who was shot Monday night in a 
drunken —_ by Peter Monrad, was 
held at morgue yesterday afternoon.

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HOW THE FOUR MURDERERS WERE

In Each Case After the. Current Had Been 
Sent Through the Victim There Were 
Signs of Life and a Second Shock Was 
Necessary to Kill-The Flesh of the Con- 
demned Men Burned Where It Came 
in Contact with the Electrodes. 5 

Stud Sine, N. V., July 7.—James M. Slo- 
cum, Harris A. Smiler, Joseph Wood, and Shi- 
buyoJugigo were sent to their doom at the pris- 
on here today by means of electricity. The ap- 
proximate time of the turning on of the cur- 
rent in each case was, Slocum, 4:40; Smiler, 

5:10; Wood, 5:303¢; and Jugigo, 606. 

The prisoners had received some intimation 
beforehand that the executions were to take 
place this morning and they were prepared 
for them. They went to the execution 
chair bravely and met their fate with- 
vut a struggle. They did not offer 
any resistance, but rather assisted 
the keepers when they were bound to the 
chair. The testing apparatus showed a satis- 
factory strength of current and the electrician 
advised the Warden of this fact. ‘The Warden 
went to one of the great iron doors at which 
stood one of the assistants whom he had ap- 
pointed under warrant of law, and it was 


opened to permit him to pass through. He 


was gone only a couple of minutes. In that 
time he had notitied Head Keeper Connaugh- 
ton, who wasin the condemned. cell room, 
that the chair was ready for the first of the 
condemned men, 

The death warrant was not read to the con- 
demned men in the cell, as was done in the 
case of Kemmler. The Warden said that he 
did not know anything mm the law compelling. 
him to read the death warrant. As a precau- 
tionary measure he would read it, but not at 
the time of the execution, some time before if 
possible. It was his wish to prevent the other 
men from knowing that the first man had 
been taken from his cell if possible, 
and re * the — 2 the 3 
was e as quietly as possible. 
Warden and the heed * walked ahead, 
then the condemned men between the two 
priests, Father Creerden and Father Lynch, 
and then the two guards. When the iron door 
had been closed behind the party Slocum 
stood silent and stolid. He showed no depth 
of iuterest in the ceremony in which he was 
to be a participant.

In the Chair of Death. 

As the prisoner seated himself in the chair 
and ‘leaned back the Warden’s assistants 
rig forward and drew across his chest and 
under his arms heavy straps which were se-. 
curely fastened to the back of the chair. Then 
about his wrists and over his arms they drew 
other straps which they buckled closely, so 
that no straining under the influence of the 
current of electricity could throw the body 
into ugly contortions or move it from the 
position into which the two electrodes . 
2 it and formed the circuit through 
which the current from the dynamos would 
be playi His legs were quickly 
strap to the legs of chair. 
When the straps were all in place the figure 
4“ above his head was loosened and brought 
down so that the electrode fastened to the end 
of it at the base of a coil spring hung in front 
of his forehead. When the sponge in the 
electrode was adjusted the 4 was clamped 
in and the electrode was fastened in po- 
sition by a strap passing about the head. Then 
the second electrode was put in place; it was 
like the first—a convex brass band with a 
sponge stitched to the underside. The right 
leg of the prisoner’s trousers had been split 
up the side so that the electrode could be 
bound to the calf of the leg.

Almost 
simultaneously with the turning of the cur- 
rent into the execution closet-—hardly asecond 
intervened —the executioner shifted the 
switch, 

In an instant the body in the chair stiffened 
against the straps perfectly rigid. Every 
muscle was firmly set, asthough some awful 
effort to escape from the bands that held it 
tight made them like strings of tempered 
steel, The straps strained with the peculiar 
sound of stretching leather. Their edges 
p deep into the yielding flesh of the face 
and gripped the clothing tightly. The ex- 
pression of the face was lost under the broad 
bands drawn across the eyes, nose, gnd chin, 
but the skin exposed to view turned a purple 
red. The spectators drew about the chair 
standing on the rubber mats for safety, an 
the physicians compared notes on the physical 
phenomena presented, 

Dr. McDonald fixed his eyes on the stop- 
watch in his hand and watched it tick off 
minute fractions of seconds, When it marked 
twenty seconds he nodded to Electrician Davis 
who stood with his hands still on the switch 
waiting for the signal. It had been decided 
that to wait for the executioner in the closet to

Watching for Signs of Life. 

So when Dr. McDonald nodded to the elec- 
trician he threw the switch bar across the 
board and the current ceased to flow through 
the apparatus of death. The effect on the 
body of Slocum was almost instantaneous. 
From a position of great muscular activity it 
suddenly subsided in hollow-chested collapse. 
Instead of straining against the straps it 
hung against them limp and unsteady. A 
moment of uncertainty followed. Would 
the dead man appear to revive as Kemm-

CARPENTER’S TYPESETTING MACHINE. 


Great Things Claimed by the Inventor—A 
Description of Its Parts, 

Specifications and final drawings are being 
prepared in the office of a Chicago patent 
lawyer of S. D. Carpenter’s Logotyper, a 
new typesetting machine. Mr. Carpenter, 
who is at present at the National Hotel on 
Clark street, has one of the machines on ex- 
hibition at No. 127 La Salle street, wherewith 
he practically illustrates its manner of work- 
ing. The inventor is an old compositor, and 
at one time edited a paper at Madison, Wis., 


being also State printer. He has recently re- 
moved to Chicago from Carthage, Jasper 
County, Mo, 


With my logotyper,“ said Mr. Carpenter 
to a TRIBUNE reporter to whom he was exhibit- 
ing the machine, “a beginner can set 30,000 
‘ems’ of type in a day of ten hours. An ex- 
pert can set 100,000, ally, the type set per 
minute will figure 140,000 ‘ems’ in ten hours, 
but I take the low 25 

It is difficult to describe Mr. Carpenter’s 
logotyper in a brief space. It differs from 
other typesetting machines in the respect that 
it does not take individual types from a case, 
and although it casts the characters used they 
are not cast in full lines as is done by the two 
best known machines now in use. As the 
name indicates the types are cast in small 
words or combinations of letters. Mr. Car- 
penter thus describes his machine: 

The machine, aside from the wooden galley 
table, is twenty inches square; from baseplate to 
top twelve inches. Its weight is 100 pounds. It 
has a cylindrical copper matrix plate containing 
A0 lines apenas type, with nonpareil spaces 
between. These lines are crossed at right angles 
by thirty-six columns graduated by the metric 
system—the unit being one-sixth of a nonpareil 
“em.” These columns range in width from two 
units, or one-third “em.” te twenty-four units, 
or four ems.“ The scheme consists of seven 
alphabets—upper and lower roman, upper and 
lower italics, upper and lower fullface, and small 
caps. There are thtee fonts of figures, punctua- 
tion marks, abbreviations of the names of States 
and Territories, words in frequent use.

‘hen the line is full a movement of the oper- 
ator’s hand dumps it into the — Matter is 
leaded by substituting for the regviar mold for 
the body of the type one which casts a thicker 
body. Allthe work, except the turning of the 
rule to deposit the type im the y, is done 
automatically. 

The machine may be operated by a toy electric 
motor. In order, as the inventor says, to pre- 
vent the clashing of the human mind and the ma- 
chine, tbe latter upon casting a character and 
sending it tothe composing rule, throws itself out 
of gear. The operator by setting the matrix at the 
next character desired and tripping the shipping 
lever—that which moves the type—at once has the 
machine in gear, The ition of the type in the 
composing rule is indicated by an automatic 
pointer. 

The logotypes being movabie, the inventor 
suggests, to prepare for possible errors, it 
would be well to run over the cylinder four 
or five times and cast the characters as a sort 
of stock. Then, when errors are discovered 
in the proof, which night be frequently the 
case by a beginner casting the wrong logo- 
type, it may be removed and 8 from the 
stock!“ inserted in its place. Lines may be 
justified when 1 by ioserting the 
proper spaces between logotypes in the 
galley, and inserts made in the same manner 
as at present, where single types are used, 
Proofs are taken from the galley in the same 
manner as with ordinary types. In point of 
speed the inventor claims great advantage, 
The line, ‘* Newark, N. J., June 20, 1891, may 
be set in eleven movements with the machine; 
by single characters thirty-one movements 
would be necessary. As another example Mr, 
Carpenter gives the following: 

Investigations of fossiliferous France often con- 
firm Curwin's theories.

With the machine now exhibited by Mr, 
Carpenter he has latterly been unable to cast 
type owing, as he says, to faulty work in con- 
structing the casting-box. The machine costs 
from $75 to $100 to construct. A company 
has been organized for its manufacture and 
ten sizes will be made, from pica down.

‘September pork 15 cents lower, and 


rH n MAYOR SHOULD VETO THE GAS on- 


» Council passed an improvident, ill- 

dered ordinance night before last allow- 

g the Economic Gas company to lay mains 
d supply illuminating gas at a dollar a 
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gas as a a the Ae wae ‘haw’ 
secured concessions from them of value to 
the public. They could have obtained natural, 
carbonized, illuminating gas so cheap as to 
repay the damage done to preperty-owners 
and business-men. They could have com- 
pelled this company to agree to cut down the 
price of fuel gas to 30 or 35 cents in return 
for the grant of an additional franchise. Fuel 
gas at 50 cents, which is the equivalent of 
coal at $10 a ton, will be used only 
by the more wealthy class of residents 
along the Lake-Front and a few residents of 
the Eleventh and Twelfth Wards, who are 
willing to pay a faney price for fuel to get rid 
of smoke and dirt. The vast majority of 
shops, offices, and residences will continue to 
use the much cheaper coal. * 

Not one of these things was done by the 
Council, because a majority of the members 
had been “seen,” and therefore the Mayor 
should veto the ordinance. If it is passed 
over his head the responsibility will not be 
with him, but on the boodlers. 

It is easy for boudle Aldermen to say that 
“there is nothing in this argument about 
tearing up the streets. The fact remains 
that there is. The assessments for wooden 
pavements alone last year footed up $3,890,000. 
To shorten the duration of those pavements a 
quarter is to take from the taxpayers $975,000. 
The damage done to the pavements laid the 
year before would be about $900,000. Alder- 
men familiar with the statistics of the Board 
of Public Works can figure out how many 
millions a new ripping and cross connection 
rippmg up every 20 feet of the improved 
streets will cost the city. If the new gas com- 
pany goes ahead and lays pipes there will be a 
slightly lower rate for a short time, and then 
the newcomer will be swallowed up and prices 
will go up again. If the old companies prefer 
to buy up the newone before it has done 
much pipe-laying prices will remain as they 
are and will be less likely to fall, because the 
present companies will want to get back the 
money sunk with some profit. Whatever hap- 
pens it is impossible to see how the ordinance 
passed night before last is goiig to minister 
to the comtort or pecuniary benefit of the peo- 
ple of this city. In fact, it was not passed for 
that purpose, but for the money that was in 
it. The Mayor should tell the Aldermen to 
amend it so that the people shall derive a 
benefit that will reimburtze them for at least a 
good part of the injury that will be done. 


CANADA I8 ONLY ANOTHER SCOTLAND. 

Sir George Baden-Powell, one of the British 
Bering Sea Commissioners, reached this coun- 
try this week, and was interviewed by a New 
York reporter, and his talk was widely pub- 
lished. Speaking of the possibility of the an- 
nexation of Canada to the United States he 
said: 

I do not believe any such thing will ever hap- 
pen. The Canadian people will keep Canada for 
themselves, basing their independence on close 
and cordial operation and union with an em- 
pire whichcby all the ties of descent, blood, in- 
stitutions, religion, and material interest is one 
and indivisible, and will so remain for all the 
future of that great empire and for the Canadian 
people. Fifty years from now I believe that En- 
gland, and Canada, and the United States will 
retain substantially the same governments they 
now enjoy. The truth of the matter is Canada and 
the United States, like two persons of the same 
family, with the same faults and the same virtues, 
cannot and ought not to marry on account of 
their similarity. Dwelling in separate houses 
they make the best of neighbors, but they would 
never get along under the same roof. 


Had this excellent English gentleman been 
interviewed two centuries ago about the pos- 
sibility of England and Scotland being gov- 
erned by one Parliament he would have 
laughed it to scorn. He would have used the 
crushing argument that “they belong to the 
same family, and should not marry on ac- 
count of similarity.“ Yet the two kingdoms 
were united during the last century and have 
lived together very peacefally and very profit- 
ably ever since. 

here was much opposition on both sides to 
the union. The Scotch said they would lose 
their independence and their oid privileges; 
that their country would become a mere de- 
pendent province and be taxed for the benefit 
of England. Some of the English said that 
their country would be inundated with beg- 
garly Scots, working cheaply and spending 
little, who would suck the substance out of 
their land. English merchants said their 
trade would be ruined if Scots were admit 
ted to share it, as they were too sharp and 
canny. 

But the union harmed neither country, and 
least of all Scotland. The existence of Glas- 
gow, with its 800,000 prosperous citizens, the 
greatest builder of iron and steel ships in the 
world, shows that Scotland was not ruined be- 


own, 

Canada is the Scotland of North America. 
The parallel is more thaa a mere geographical 
one. Scotland was inhabited by two discord- 
ant races. The lowlands were occupied by 
men of Teutonic blood and speech. The high- 
lands were held by Celtic tribes. The popula- 
tion of the Dominion of Canada is composed 
of two discordant races, one of which is not 
united with the inhabitants of England by 
race or religion. One-third of the people of 
Canada are Roman Catholics of French de- 
scent and language, and though they have 
been separated from France for 130 years they 
have still a strong affection for that country— 
stronger by far than they ever will feel for 
England. The English speaking inhabitants 


descendants of Scotch and Scotch-Irish. 

For a hundred years the French and En- 
glish in the Dominion have been at logger- 
heads. The union of Upper and Lower Can- 
ada was effected in order that the English 
might retain the ascendency. The formation 
of the Dominion was due in part to the same 
desire toswamp the French by reinforcing 
the English of Ontario with those of the Mari- 
time Provinces. But the French, ruled large- 
ly by their priests, refuse to be swallowed up 
and insist on using to the fullest extent their 
political power. So, with Roman Catholic 
habitants on one side and Ulster Orangemen 
on the other, the Canadian politician has to 
walk among eggs. The Dominion would not 
become a harmonious whole if it were left 
alone for a hundred years. 

But if Canada were united to the United 
States the trouble between French and 
English would come to an end, as it did be- 
tween Highland and Lowland Scots. There 
are enough French to keep the Dominion in 
hot water, but not enough to disturb the 
peace of the great Republic. When the Que- 
bec Legislature passed a law paying an in- 
demuity to the Jesuits for their lands the en- 
tire Dominion was in an uproar, for the Prot- 
estants called on the administration to dis- 
allow the law, as it had the power todo; for 
any provincial law can be vetoed by the Do- 
minion Government. Had Quebec been an 
American State no such row would have oc- 
curred, That and other squabbles would be 
settled within State lines, without bothering 
the rest of the country. Political union would 
secure for this country many excellent citi- 
zens and new areas with natural resources. It 
would gain for Canada unimpeded use of the 
still greater resources of the United States. 

This similarity between: the situation of 
Canada and that of Scotland has struck many 
Canadians. It did not escape the observation 
of Sir John Macdonald. And it was because 
de saw it that he devoted all his energy and 
ability to heading off that commercial union.

of Canada are much alike. They are largely. 
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‘maintenance of commercial barriers was the 
only way to keep the two lands from coming 
together into one free government. It was to 
prevent a union that he strove to scatter the 
seeds of hatred and jealousy and to make his 
countrymen as suspicious of the “ Yankees” 
as many of the Scotch were of the English be- 
fore the union of the two nations of kindred 
blood. 

Sooner or later the Canadian provinces will 
become American States. It will not be as 
the result of war, however, but the inexorable 
logic of events. England annexed Seotland 
peaceably and Ireland forcibly. One annexa- 
tion was a success; the other a perpetual mis- 
take. The United States wants no conquered 
Canadian provinces, whose people will cher- 
ish a sullen sense of wrong. When the Cana- 
dians are ready to come they will say so, and 
that time will follow faster after the estab- 
lishment of commercial reciprocity between 
the two countries than without it. 


SCIENTIFIC SCHOOL FOR CHICAGO, 

It is reported that arrangements have been 
made for the establishment of a graduate 
scientific sehool of the highest grade in con- 
nection with the University of Chicago. It is 
to be named after the Hon. William B. Ogden, 
our first Mayor, from whose estate will come 
the initial endowment of probably more than 
half a million dollars. The matter has now 
some historical interest in view of the fact 
that Mr. Ogden was many years ago on the 
point of contributing largely to the Dearborn 
Observatory in connection with the old uni- 
versity recently abolished. The reason for 
his withdrawal at the last moment is under- 
stood to have been a fear that the old institu- 


tion was not on a permanent basis, and that 


fear has since been fully justified. ~— 

The importance of such a scientific school 
can scarcely be overestimated. It would at 
once be popular, and in the course of time at- 
tract more students than any other depart- 
ment of the university. Things and condi- 
tions are different now from what they were a 
few score years ago. Then there was little to 
be learned outside of the course in Greek, 
Latin, a limited range of mathematical study, 
a smattering of classical history and mythol- 
ogy, and polemic theology for those who were 
wanted to join the church. There was noth- 
ing that could be called science, except that of 
logic, of which the mathematics constitute an 
important branch, There was no science of 
astronomy, geology, chemistry, natural his- 
tory, or philology, no idea of the conservation 
or conversion of forces ; men could neither use 
heat in the shape of steam nor obtain from it 
electric force. Consequently none of these 
things presented themselves as objects for 
study in youth, and the few who tried in 
mature life to find out something about them 
were mostly regarded as cranks of the nui- 
sance order whom it was both a duty and a 
pleasure to suppress. Hence the university 
curriculum was a restricted one, and for that 
reason is not sufficient for the educational 
needs of the day. 

All this is now changed. The scientific era 
has dawned upon the world. The investiga- 
tion ot facta and causes is engaging the atten- 
tion of the orightest minds, and the progress 
achieved year after year indicates that the 
now broadening field of vision will be vastly 
extended in the future. It is to the young 
men of this and coming generations that we 
must look for the most of what has yet to be 
achieved, and they can only do the work ex- 
pected of them if prepared for it by training 
in youth. The learning of Greek roots and 
particles and all that sort of thing which con- 
tented our great-grandfathers is well enough 
to occupy prominent attention with a cultured 
class the members of which have plenty of 
time and money to devote to it. It will be bet- 
ter for them to study the dead languages than 
to devote their energies and fortune to betting 
on horse races or baseball or wooing Dame 
Fortune at baccarat or poker. But for the 
ordinary run of youth the old-fashioned kind 
of instruction forms an education that does 
not educate, an equipment that does not 
equip, a lantern which does not shire. The 
education of youthin the future must deal 
with organic and inorganic matter and the 
power of man to control its changes of torm 
and place. He must be taught the laws of life 
—animal and vegetable. It must help the stu- 
dent to see how man has subjected the forces 
of nature in thé past and forced them to do 
his bidding. It must furnish the student 
with the knowledge required to enable him to 
take part in this grand struggle of mind with 
matter, and not only to rank with those who 
have been victorious in the past, but to find 
fresh fields to conquer and show him how they 
must be won. 

That is the kind of education wanted now, 
and this practical city and State should take a 
leading place in the work of supplying it to 
those who must take up the investigation 
where it is left off by the present generation. 
It will be well to have this scientific training 
offered in conjunction with so much of the 
old as itis deemed advisable to retain in the 
university curriculum, The polite education 
fs not to be despised, especially where it is 
gained in connection with the scientific vourse, 
which must be at least glanced through in 
order to an understanding of what is going on 
in the world around us. French, German, and 
perhaps Spanish of the modern languages may 
be taught to advantage, and Latin of the dead 
languages is also useful, and students 
should be well instructed in history and polit- 
ical economy; but science must take the lead 
in the years that are tocome. The great man 
of the future will be the one who has learned 
what others have done before him in the field 
of scientific research, and taking that knowl- 
edge as a starting line will step out still further 
toward the goal of the highest merely human 
ambition—namely: a mastery of the secrets 
of nature and the concurrent ability to direct 
the operation of its forces so that they shall 
further minister to his own power and increase 
the sum total of human enjoyment, ~ 


THE NEW YORK ELECTROCUTIONS, 

Four murderers—James J. Slocum, the 
baseball-player who killed his wife; Shibuyo 
Jugigo, a Japanese, who killed a sailor; Har- 
ris A. Smiler, who murdered the last of his 
three living wives, and Joseph Wood, a col- 
ored man, who killed a fellow laborer—suf- 
féred the extreme penalty of the law at an 
early hour yesterday morning in the peniten- 
tiary at Sing Sing, N. 1. All four went to their 
death instantaneously, if reports be true, in the 
electrical chair. Slocum was the first of the 
four and died very quickly. Smiler followed 
half an hour later and was disposed of 
promptly. Wood came next and then the 
Japanese, who, being a powerful, ugly, and 
somewhat demented fellow, made sume re- 
sistance. He was easily overcome, however, 
placed in the chair, and killed at once. In 
each case the victim was killed at the first 
contact, and there were none of the horrible 
occurrences which attended the execution of 
Kemmler at Auburn about a year ago ow- 
ing to a weakness of the current, the slip- 
ping of belts, and the waste of the charge 
‘upon the devices intended to test the voltage. 
Warned by this first experience the elec- 
tricians had everything in readiness and in 
complete working order. It is the testimony 
pide witnesses that all four men died instantly 

painlessly and without a 

they claim that when the mnie oak 
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3 From presi it roantd spent that the 
defects of electrocution have been remedied 
and that it is now possible to kill men with 
a solute precision and more quickly and 
painlessly than by the slower process of hang- 
ing. It adds to the success ef the operation 
that it was applied in four cases to men of 
different degrees of health and strength and 
worked the same in each case. 

Successful as the execution was in all re- 
spects it is doubtful whether electrocution 
will become a favorite method of working off 
criminals in other States for some time to 
come. Even ex-Warden Brush of Sing Sing, 
who stpervised the construction of the ap- 
paratus, while admitting that it worked suc- 
cessfully, nevertheless was free to confess 
that he did not approve of the method, elaim- 
ing on the one hand that it was barbarous and 
on the other that it was not a deterrent to 
erime. It is likely that he meant it was bar- 
baro is in theory rather than fact, for there 
does not appear to have been any eireum- 
stance attending the electrocution more bar- 
barous than those which attend hangmg. In 
fact, death came quicker and more painlessly, 
which of itself is not calculated to act as a de- 
terrent from crime. In reality punishment ; 
may yet be softened down so much that death 
may become luxurious in its operation, in 
which case it might offer a premium for 
crime. It is likely. therefore, that the 
prejudices for the old-fashioned methods of 
the halter will remain undisturbed for a long 
time to come. 

There is another feature of these four exe- 
cutions which it is not pleasant to contem- 
plate. The reason why four of them were 
massed together was because of the obstruc- 
tions placed in the way of justice by cunning 
criminal lawyers. For more than two years 
they have succeeded in delaying justice by nu- 
merous applications for writs of habeas cor- 
pus and groundless appeals, for guilt was es- 
tablished in each case beyond any question. 
It is possible that these artful attorneys, who 
were in the pay of electrical companies, hoped 
that by massing these cases and by the aid of 
bungling, such as that which attended the 
taking off of Kemmler, public sentiment 
would be aroused against it and would be ar- 
rayed on the side of the electrical company 
which has been fighting it, but it has not had 
that effect. The public cares nothing for the 
wrangles of competing companies. It is only 
indignant that the conscienceless class of 
criminal lawyers should have it in their power 
to delay the operations of justice and paralyze 
the power of law. 


DEATH OF A DISTINGUISHED MUSICIAN. 

A foreign dispatch briefly announces the 
death at Antwerp of Dr. Frederick Louis Rit- 
ter, the distinguished Professor of Music at 
Vassar College, New York. In his death 
there has passed away one of the most emi- 
nent of our German-American musicians and 
musical writers. He was born in Strasburg 
in 1834, began his musical studies at an early 
age under Schletterer, and continued them in 
Paris with his cousin, George Kastner. He 
then went to Germany, where he remained 
for about two years, after which, returning to 
Lorraine, he was appointed Professor of 
Music ina Protestant seminary and conducted 
concerts also in Bordeaux. Some time in the 
fifties he came to this country and settled in 
Cincinnati, where he established vocal and 
orchestral societies and did a great work for 
music. In 1862 he went to New York, where 
he was conductor of the Sacred Harmonic So- 
ciety and the Arions forseveral years. In 1867 
he was made Professor of Music at Vassar 
College and he was holding that position at 
the time of his death. Dr. Ritter was a thor- 
oughly schooled musician and took a high 
position as teacher, composer, and writer on 
musical topics. Though he had not actively 
mingled with musicians for many years, as 
his habits were those of the student, 
he has done a great work as a 
teacher and has made an _ indelible 
impression upon the musical growth 
of this country by his writings. As a com- 
poser his works include three symphonies, 
some overtures, fantasies, and concertos, a 
large number of songs, and some methods of 
instruction for soloists and chorus classes. 
Seme years ago his compositions were per- 
formed frequently, especially in New York, 
but of late yeafs they have not been heard 
often, and gradually have been relegated to 
the shelf. His fame asa musical scholar is 
more likely to rest upon his musical literary 
labors. He was a frequent contributor toe 
American and foreign periodicals. He also 
produced three works of prime impor- 
tance, “‘A History of Music in the Form of 
Lectures in two volumes (1870-1874), which 
had the honor of republication in England, 
and two charming companion works, Music 
in England” and “Music in America,” 
which are indispensable in every musical stu- 
dent’s library. The latter volume is specially 
useful for its sketch of the New England 
psalmody, m which many errors have been 
corrected, and for its valuable contributions 
to our knowledge of the early days of opera, 
oratorio, and orchestral music in the United 
States. Dr. Ritter indeed was a tireless, 
painstaking, and singularly accurate writer, 
and was greatly aided by his accomplished 
wife, who died not long since, Fannie Ray- 
mond Ritter, who was not only an accom- 
plished musician, but brought out translations 
of Ehlert's Letters on Music” and Schu- 
mann’s essays and criticisms, besides an orig- 
inal little brochure on Woman as a Musi- 
cian.” She was also a frequent and graceful 
contributor to periodicals. In Dr. Ritter’s 
death the country loses a hardworking and 
highminded musical student, and Vassar Col- 
lege a professor whose place it will be hard to 
fill. 


WHY THE DRAMSHOPS SHOULD PAY MORE 

The suggestion that the best way in which 
the city can get the money to pay forthe ad- 
ditional street-cleaning, lighting, and policing 
made necessary by the World’s Fair is by 
raising the saloon licenses a hundred dollars, 
does not meet with the approval of one of the 
city Democratic papers. It says: 

There is a proposition to raise the saloon li- 
cense $100. The tax derived from dramshops at 
$500 a year each already brings to the city ex- 
chequer for general purposes about 32.500.000 a 
year, a fourth of the amount named in the annual 
budget. Isn’t this tax sufficient? Is our whole 
local revenue system to be bottomed on thirsty 
throats? Are we to float out of fiscal difficulties 
on a beer barrel [or a demijohn]? The saloon 
already pays more than its fair share of munici- 
pal taxationſ I] and in return it gets more cuffs 
than half-pence.[?] 

It the Mayor wants more revenue and would 
make the dramshops—that is, the patrons of 
dramshops—a victim let him say so. 

If the local revenue system were bot- 
tomed on thirsty throats” to a greater extent 
than it is the city would merely imitate. the 
illustrious examples of Great Britain and the 
United States, The total revenue of the for- 
mer in 1890—leaving out postoffice and tele- 
graph receipts—was $386,275,000. Of this 
$147,955,000 was from excise and custom-house 
duties on whisky and beer. When the first 
whisky tax was imposed in this country Sena- 
tor Livermore of New Hampshire said it was 
for the purpose of “drinking down the na- 
tional debt. That did not happen then, but. 
it did many years later. The income-bearing 
debt of this country when at the highest point 
was $2,381,000,000. Of that amount 51, 770, 
000,000 has been paid off. The total receipts 
from beer and spirits since the war began foot 
up over $1,800,000,000, The alcoholic drinkers 
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with comparatively little expense and friction. 
It being admitted that the taxes on liquors 
are paid by the drinker and aot the saloon- 
keeper, they are paid voluntarily. Whenever 
the drinker chooses to stup paying them, or a 
part thereof, he can do so, If he persists in 
their payment it shows he loves liquor more 
than he hates the tax. Therefore, is not it 
better to get the largest possible share of the 
revenue of the city out of funds which would 
be squandered in drink if saloons free? 
Economically, that is the best form 
tion which takes the least money out of the 
hands of those who are using it reproductive- 
ly, and the most out of the hands of those who 
are not using it reproductively. Shall that 
stock of money be drawn on ,for taxes 
which is used in employing labor and 
producing surpluses, or that stock which is 
unprofitably employed? The city gets now 
$2,800,000 from the 4,500 saloons out of the 14 
millions a year they take in. Is not it better 
to take that sum out of hands which cannot 
make a profitabie use of it than out of those 
which can and do? Is not it better to tax the 
man who lives off the squandermgs for drink 
rather than the man who saves wages and with 
them hires carpenters, masons, and other 
workmen to build him a home? An increase 
of $100 a year on dramshop licenses will not 
decrease the size of the dram of drinker, 
but will add nearly half a million a year of 
needed revenue, which will be expended for 
labor. The more the saloon pays the less in- 
dustry pays. If that encourages sobriety so 
much the better for both. The less the wage 
fund used for reproduction is taxed the better 
for workmen and for the general welfare and 
city’s prosperity. 


The Shakspeare Statue for Lincoln Park. 

It will be a matter of mterest to Chicago read- 
ers that Mr. W. O. Partridge, the young American 
sculptor, who has the commission for the statue 
of Shakspeare to be placed in Lincoln Park, has 
just returned from Europe, where he has been 
gathering material from various sources for his 
conception of the work. Mr. Partridge visited 
Stratford-on-Avon, studied the death mask, and 
also consulted many authorities, among them 
Henry Irving, the actor: Dr. Furnival, the em- 
inent Shakspearean scholar, and others. The 
statue is nearly ready for the bronze, all the parts 
being safely placed, and the finishing touches will 
be put on this summer. In this connection an ex- 
pert art critic writes from Paris the following in- 
teresting impression of the statue, as well as some 
personal gossip concerning other works which 
have given this rising young sculptor a European 
reputation :

Longstreet’s Tribute to Grant. 

We are in possession of a letter written by Gen. 
Longstreet to a friend in Atlanta, Ga., in which 
referring to a recent public statement that Ben 
Butler will asskil Gen. Grant in his forthcoming 
book, the gallant old Confederate General says: 
„A Grant is dead and gone, I suppose Butler 
feels no sort of apprehension from the small arms 
that may be opened on him from other sources. 
Grant and Lincoln were the only two capable of 
mastering the situation brought about by the war 
of secession. Neither was appreciated during life, 
and I may say that not even now can the people 
compass the extent of their grandeur.” While 
Gen. Longstreet somewhat underestimates the 
appreciation of the Northern people for their 
great war President and General, it vill not lessen 


J their admiration for the candid and enthusiastic 


manner in which he pays his tribute to them. In 
this connection, it is well known that 
Longstreet is himself busily engaged in 
writing his own recollections of the war, which 
will be looked for with eager curiosity both sides 
of the line. At present he is debuting the title of 
his forthcoming book. One title suggested is 
„Service with the Blue and Gray.” Another is 
Under Two Flags; or, Memoirs of Three Wars,” 


-which would seem to be very appropriate, as 


Gen. Longstreet was in the Indian and Mexican 
wars, where he wore the blue onder the Stars and 
Stripes, and in the late unpleasantness, where 
he wore the gray. In all three wars he was se- 
verely wounded. During the Indian wars he was 
both tomahawked and shot, and in the Mexican 
War he was wounded in the face while storming 
the convent at Chapultepec, At the Wilderness, 
May 6, 1864, he got two minie balls in him 
simultaneously, one through his neck and one 
through his shoulder. Certainly the scarred old 
veteran has earned the right to issue his memoirs, 
and he will have a large constituency of readers. 


Decline in Value of Ohio Wools. 

The decline in the value of Ohio wools is due to 
causes both natural and artificial, says the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette (Rep.)

The finest Australian wools have been selected 
for the American market. The first cost has been 
greater, but the percent of shrinkage bas been 
comparatively smaller and the marae of profit 
have been greater. It has t these 
wools mix well with “territory un? wool (New 
Mexico, etc.), a class of wools which is steadily 
improving in quality as ater care is used in 
their production, which has been assisted very 
11 by the — 2 of a large number 
of the finest wool sheep, both domestic and for- 


eign. 


The values now paid tor Ohio wools are from 
two to three 1. nd lower than they were 
a year ago. Ohio wools put up in a fair 
condition are joe to ’ deniers and manufactur- 
ers the prices 
Although over 
have been imported, it is believed that the amount 
now in this country will not e 8,000 bales. 
True they haye taken the place of Ohio and Mich- 
igan wools tu some extent, but more machinery 
has been run during the last year and more goods 
have been manufactured than éver before. 

And this is the outcome of the promise that 
when the tax on wool would be raised by Mc- 
Kinley's bill the Ohio and Michigan farmers would 
get much higher prices for their fleeces. The 
increased tax on mixing wool was a huge blun- 
der and it should be repealed by the next Con- 


gress.

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THEY ORGANIZE A NATIONAL UNION 
| AT THEIR CONVENTION, 


‘The Purpose of the New Body the Promo- 
tion of Christianity and Sociability 


Church—Two Thousand Delegates At- 
tend the First Day’s Session—Officers to 
Be Elected Today~The Proceedings in 
Detail. 

Two thousand delegates at‘ended the first 


day n session of the Baptist Young People’s 


convention which was held yesterday in the 
Second Baptist Church, Monroe and Morgan 
streets, for the purpose of organizing a per- 
manent union, national in its character and 
comprehensive in its scope. 

While a general response to the invitation 
had been expected, the committee of arrange- 
ments was not prepared for so large a gather- 
ing as was present. Preparations had been 
made for 1,500 delegates, and when it was 
found that this number had been exceeded by 
more than 500 the committee began the work 
of caring for the overplus, and before the noon 
adjournment every preparation was complete, 
even to the securing of additional badges. 

There were 1,600 persons present when the 
opening prayer for the guidance of the con- 
vention’s deliberations was offered by the Rev. 
C. Perrin. Ph. D., of Chicago, after the con- 
vention had been called to order precisely at 
10 o’clock. Every morning train helped to 
swell the number until the 2,000 mark had 
been passed. No less than 500 delegates ar- 
yjved last night or are to arrive this morning 
before the opening of the second day’s session. 

Purpose of the Convention, 

Briefly stated the object of the convention 
was the organization of a permanent union 
of young people, under the guidance of the 
Baptist Church, to strengthen church work 
for the better teaching of the Baptist doc- 
trine and Christian history, for 2 
acquaintanceship 22 the young folks, and 
for the furtherance of home, foreign, and 
mission work. These objects were attained 
in the permanent organization that was made 
during the day and in the adoption of the 
constitution. The work will be completed to- 
day by the election of officers for the ensuing 
year and the appointing of committees for 
specific work. 

After a brief statement of the objects of the 
convention by Dr. Perrin the delegates joined 
in singing All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name, followed by scriptural reading by the 
Rev. W. F. Taylor of Minneapolis and prayer 
by the Rev. E. B. Burr of Immanuel Baptist 
Church. F. L. Wilkins, who as Chairman of 
the Executive committee has done a great 
portion of the work leading up to the present 
con vention, was elected Chairman of the 
meeting. L. W. Terry of Nebraska was 
elected Secretary on motion of Dr. Lawrence 
and Prof. J. W. Moncreif was elected Assist- 
ant Secretary. 

John H. Chapman, on hehalf of the Youn 
People’s Union of Chicago, delivered an ad- 
dréss of welcome, in which he spoke of the 
great importance of the gathering and the good 
to be accomplished through a successful car- 
rying out ef the plans as roughly drawn be- 
fore the call was sent out. He hoped that in 
the future they would know no North and no 
South in the Baptist church, but that all 
would work harmoniously to accomplish the 
common task, and that all would realize that 
the church was national, even international, 
in its scope. 

Dr. William M. Lawrence, pastor of the 
Second Baptist Church, welcomed the dele- 
gates on behalf of the ministers of the city. 
Great questions of national moment had been 
decided in conventions in Chicago, religious 
as well as political, but in none of them 
greater results followed than he hoped to see 
come from the meeting of young people to 
organize a union. 


Eloquent Over Chicago. 


Dr. Lawrence was followed by the Rev. C. 
A. Hobbs, D. D., of Delavan, Wis., who gave 
the delegates an interesting talk, in which he 
touc upon various subjects of interest, 
from the infinite love of the Almighty 
to the greatness of Chicago and the 
greater possibilities it possessed. ‘“*Chicago 
is the city of possibilities, said Dr. Hobbs. 
“Her ibilities become realities. The 
country’s confidence in your great city was so 
unbounded that when you asked for the 
World’s Fair it was given you. When it be 
came known that the young Baptists of the 
country would hold a convention Chicago said 
‘I want it, too,’ and she has been given it. 
Great is Chicago, the World’s Fair city, the 
city of possibilities, the city of realities.”

ADUPTION OF A CONSTITUTION, 


Principal Work at the Afternoon Session of 
the Baptist Young People. 

The afternoon session began at 2 o'clock, 
opening with prayer by the Rev. S. A. Nor- 
throp of Fort Wayne, Ind., for the consecra- 
tion of the young people. The Rev. J. K. 
Dixon delivered an able and interesting ad- 
dress on the Unused Forces of the Church,“ 
in which he spoke of the good work that night 
be done by the young people of the Baptist 
churches and which had been so long neglected.

After the reading of the proposed 
constitution the commitiee’s report was 
adopted. the committee disch „ and the 
constitution was taken up for discussion and 
adoption. 

With the single exception of the article re- 
lating to the Board of Managers there was a 
unanimity of feeling regarding the constitu- 
tion. This article in the report as originally 
presented provided that in the selection of the 
members of the Board of Managers each 
National Baptist Association should have the 
privilege of nomiaati one person. Over 
this there was a heated discussion and some 
rather acrimonious talk, but after half an 
hour’s debate the question was settled 

amicably and the paper as a whole adopted.

STRATHMEATH BEATEN BY DWYER’S 
COLT FOR THE LORILLARD STAKES, 
David Gideon's Merry Monarch Has a Nar- 
row Squeeze in the Big Two-Year-Old 
fEvent—The Once Mighty st. Florian 
Goes Down Before a Lot of Selling- 
Pisters- Results at Brighton Beach—

- New York, July 7.—[Special.]—Over 10,000 
people, nearly half of them women, went to 
Morris Park today to see six races, which in- 
cluded the historic Hopeful Stakes and the 


Lorillard, decided and they were treated to 


some highly exciting sport. The first race 
was regarded asacertainty for Chesapeake, 
but the brother of Potomac is of no earthly 
use excepton a muddy track. Seven to5 
was the best procurable price against him, 
and he was well ridden by Taral, but he cut it 
at the end and L’Intriguante won easily, 
Chesapeake second, Sir John, who is but a 
wreck of his former greatness, third.

B. was a good third, The stakes were worth 
about $7,000. 

Then came the Lorillard Stakes, worth 
$20,000 to the winner, The general public 
could not get away from Strathmeath, who 
was the favorite in all the betting, but Mon- 
tana had among his followers nearly all the 
shrewdest owners and trainers. He arrived 
from Monmouth Park yesterday by boat and 
every man on board from the Captain to the 
stoker sent up a commission on him by Matt 
Byrnes, Half an hour after the race for the 
Realization Byrnes declares that he would win 
the Lonilard. He has kept his word. For 
Montana it was no race at all, and it looks 
now as if the colt would fulfill his early prom- 
ise and turh out a great racehorse.. He lay 
behind for a mile and a furlong, then 
came through and won in a canter by 
three lengths. Strathmeath and Pessara 
had a lively tussle for the place, 
Strathmeath finally securing it by a very 
short head, Foxford, who beat Montana 
when they last met, was beaten off a furlong 
in the Lorillard. Reckon, who acted as pace- 
maker, finished next to last. going, all to 
pieces at the finish, The time, 2:25, is 
considered fair. A heavy thunderstorm 
came up as the horses went to the post, mak- 
ing the track a little sticky on the surface. 
Mike Dwyer was the largest winner over Mon- 
tana’s victory, his commission of $5,000 re- 
lieving the ring of $12,000, 

Only three ran in the fourth race, and Judge 
Morrow, the favorite at 1 to 4, cantered in the 
easiest of winners, Ben Kingsbury second, 
Lynn third, 

St. Florian started in the fifth race, but was 
unable to beat even a r lot of selling platers. 
He went to the post a decided favorite, but was 
easily beaten by Fred Lee, a 4 to 1 shot. 
Ha’penny was third. 

Vardee was an even-money favorite in the 
last race, but failed to score, the winner turn- 
ing up in Riot, at 6 to 1. Vardee was second, 
beaten a neck, Adelina third.

SATISFIED THE NORTON JUDGMENT, 


The City Pays the $10,000 on the Madison 
Street Bridge Abutment. 

In regard to the report that the Norton 
Milling company was about to sue the city for 
damages on account of the delay in the con- 
struction of the Madison street bridge it is re- 
lated that the city has paid the Norton Milling 
company $10,000 for the damage to its prop- 
erty by the erection of the new Madison street 
bridge and viaduct. The mill stands on the 
west bank of the river on the north side of 
Madison street. The terms of the settlement 
were negotiated by Mayor Roche. 

Co — Counsel Miller said yesterday: 

„ Thesettlement was made by Mayor Roche 
in April, 1889, with this company. The 
amount of compensation for a strip of land 
belonging to the Norton Milling company 
over which the new bridge is to swing was 
fixed at $10,000. A petition was filed in court 
by the milling company, proved up, and a 
judgment entered for the amount. At the 
same time an agreement was also entered into 
with the milling company by which the latter 
agreed to move its boilers from where they 
were located in order that the city might 
build the west abutment according to the 
plans. As compensation for this the city 
agreed to give the milling company space 
under the viaduct for its boilers. 

“The Cregier administration refused to 
pay the amount of the judgment, but let the 
contracts for the work according to the plans. 
The contractors recently arrived at the point 
where it was necessary to move the boilers 
and the milling company threatened to bring 
an injunction if an attempt was made to in- 
terfere with their property. The $10,000 was 

paid a few days ago, and the pro- 
visions of the Roche agreement are being car- 
ried out. seis

Waging War on Gould. 

The rate war between the Kanawha Dispatch 
(Chesapeake and Ohio and Hig Four) and Gould’s 
Richmond Terminal and Missouri Pacific roads 
is growing flercer every day. When the Gould 
lines reduced the rates from New York to the 
Missouri River to the basis of $1 per 100 pounds, 
first class, the Kanawha Dispatch, which is con- 
trolled by the Vanderbilts, met that rate. Soon 
thereafter the Richmond Terminal and Missouri 
Pacific announced a rate of 95 cents first class. 
Yesterday notice was received from the Kanawha 
Dispatch that it had decided to meet whatever 
rates the Gould lines may make, and that effective 
July 12 it will make a rate of 95 cents first class 
and 60 cente third class from New York to the 
Missouri River. Should the Gould lines persist 
in making the rate five cents loss than is charged 
by the Kanawha Dispatch Missouri River through 
rates will soon come down to rock bottom. 


Northwestern Crop Prospects. 

A prominent railway official who has made a 
careful survey of the crop situation in the North- 
west says the prospects are better at this time 
than they have been for several years. There is 
an unusually excellent stand of wheat in the No.1 
hard districts Minnesota and North Dakota, 
The rains have been seasonable and the growi 
temperature just right. There has been no dam- 
age, except in limited and isolated cases, from 
winds, rains, or insects. The Red River Valley, in 
which there never has been a general failure 
promises to sustain its record when it produced 
35,000,000 bushels of wheat. There is much 
anxiety among the farmers there, however, owing 
to the scarcity of help, and it is feared consider- 
able grain will be lost unless sufficient help can 
be secured. Farmers are offering from $2 to $2.00 
and board per day for harvesters. 


San Francisco-Chicago Rates Reduced, 

SAN Francisco, Cal., July 7.—The transconti- 
nental supplemental sheet officially announcing a 
reduction in passenger rates between this city 
and Chicago went into effect today. The change 
was brought about by the recent cut in rates by 
the Chic and Alton. The newschedule makes 
the Canadian Pacific first-class rate $60 and sec- 
ond-class rate $45.

DRESSING UP A BIG CITY, 


Chicago Preparing for the Great World’s 
- Columbian Exposition. 

Philadelphia Press: The people of Chicago 
are awakened to the necessity of apparelling 
their city in a new and attractive garb if it is 
to present itself in its proper aspect to the 
world when the gates are thrown open in 1893 
and all mankind is invited to inspect the great 
Exhibition. The city needs new street pave- 
ments, a more comprehensive sewerage sys 
tem, better lighting, and, more than anything 
else, a thorough cleansing. The growth of 
the city has been so rapid in past years and 
tne need of enlarging the municipal boun- 
daries has been so constant that no systematic 
effort could be made toward beautifying it. 
But now it believes it is of age and desires to 
‘*come out, and no débutante was ever more 
anxious to appear well. 

The most important question that presents 
itself is the ways and means. ‘The paternal 
pocketbook to which Chicago must trust in 
preparing for this first appearance is theliber- 
ality of its residents and their willingness to 
be taxed. The Legislature refused the request 
to raise the anual tax rate, so new sources of 
revenue must be found. The most convenient 
resource is licenses, and a committee has been 
appointed to devise methods for increasing 
those already levied and adding to the list on 
which a license can be placed. Every busi- 
ness and amusement in the city will probably 
be called upon to bear its share in raising ad- 
ditional money, and, while there may be some 
grumbling at first, the beneficial results will 
be so evident that ey | taxpayer will see his

lace, it has become evident to every one who 

as studied municipal problems that new 
sources of revenue must be found for paying 
current expenses, and that many persons and 
businesses were escaping without returning 
anything for the benetits they enjoyed.

Democratic Speculation as to What the 
Former May Do, 

Wasuixctox, D. C., July 5.—{New York 
Sun.|—It is rather surprising to note the 
unanimity of sentiment among the politicians 
of all parties, who float occasionally to Wash- 
ington from all sections of the country at this 
season, that James G. Blaine holds the Repub- 
lican Presidential nomination firmly in the 
holiow of his hand. Democrats, Republic- 
ans, Farmers’ Alliance men, and mugwumps, 
all unite in the opinion that Blaine is the big 
man of the Republican party and that he can 
have the nomination next summer without the 
asking. 

There are, of course, prominent Republic- 
ans, chiefly officeholders, who are now and 
then heard to predict that President Harrison 
can get the renomination even should Blaine 
desire to run, but these administration men 
are few, and there is no dispu the fact that 
Blaine is his party’s favorite. hat he will 
do when the time comes for him to act is still 
a mystery, and some of his old-time political 
friends and ardevt admirers who are consulted 
by him always before the opening of a political 
campaign profess to be entirely ignorant of 
his intentions. It is admitted that Blaine can- 
not be a candidate against Harrison while 
remaining in the Cabinet, and there are no 
signs as yet of a difference between the 
President and the Secretary of State that 
would justify the latter in sending his resig- 
pation to the White House. The President, it 
is quite evident, has been for some months 
jealous of Blaine’s great and growing popu- 
larity and is opposed to the action of his 
friends and relatives in attempting to claiin 
the credit of some of the more praiseworthy 
accomplishments of the administration. But 
Blaine looks on at the family jealousies and 
smiles, knowing very well that when it comes 
to a matter of obtaining credit for public acts 
and making himself popular with the masses 
there is no public man who can outgeneral 
James G. Blaine. 

However, it seems rather idle for the big 
men of the Republican party to predict 
Blaine’s nominaticu while the subject of all 
the gossip rides about at Bar Harbor wrapped 
in a heavy overcoat. Gout, it is said, rarely 
makes such an invalid of a victim as Blaine 
seems to be, and it will be necessary for him 
to take some vigorous action soon to convince 
the Republicans of the country that he is as 
strong and vigorous as everif he expects to 
succeed in discrediting the reports set afloat 
and kept afloat by the friends of President 
Harrison and other candidates that the ma- 
jestic man is a physical wreck. 

It is well known in Washington, where the 
Blaines have a host of intimate friends, that 
Mrs. Blaine is determined that her husband 
shall not risk his health by again enduring the 
trouble and turmoil of a Presidential cam- 
paign, and she has repeatedly said that Mr. 
Blaine would not be a candidate, and that he 
would not sever his connection with the Har- 
rison administration. A friend of Mr. Blaine 
and his family, moreover a man whose name 
is known to everybody who reads the newspa- 
pers, and who was one of Blaine's most active 
and trusted managers in the convention of 
1888, wade the statement m Washing- 
ton a few days ago that within the 
next six or eight months Mr. Blaine 
would write a private letterto a friend stat- 
ing that owing to ill-health and a desire to re- 
main true to his trust as Secretary of State 
in President Harrison’s Cabinet he must beg 
his friends to consider him as in no sense a 
candidate for the Presidential nomination, 
and to believeghe sincerity of his declaration 
that he would feel obliged to decline the nomi- 
nation should it be tendered him. | 

But whether Blaine is to be a candidate or 
not the fact cannot be gainsaid by any one 
who has resided in Washington for the last 
year or two that the Secretary of State is the 
one picturesque object of the Harrison ad 
ministration. He is the hero of popular favor 
here as elsewhere, and when he is away from 
the capital the public seem to lose interest in 
what is going on in the political world. 
Blaine’s South American reciprocity policy is 
regarded by the public at large as the one 
bright feature of the Harrisor mistration, 
and until the Secretary returns in the fall lit- 
tle interest will be taken in the doings by the 
department chief. 


PESSIMISTS AND PATERNALISM, 


Notable Passage from a Recent Lecture by 
Ex-Senator Ingalls, 

New York Sun: The Hon. John James In- 
galls, who describes himself as ‘‘a statesman 
out of a job,“ lectured before the National 
Chautauqua at Glen Echo last Tuesday upon 
The Problems of Our Second Century.“ In 
a notable passage he condemned paternalism 
and characterized the Farmers’ Alliance: 

There is a growing sentiment in favor of pater- 
nalism in this country; of the government doing 
everything ‘and the people doing nothing. This 
is diametrically opposed to the idea of individu- 
alism, upon which this government has been built, 
and to the good Anglo-Saxon doctrine of root. 
hog, or die. It has always happened in every 
community that the weak were more numerous 
than the strong, that the number of those who 
failed outnumbered those who succeeded, and 
that the wise, the intelligent, and the thoughtful 
were in the minority. We have now a new school 
of political philosophy that is repudiating the 
Declaration of Independence and is endeavoring 
to overthrow the maxims Of democracy, and to 
insist that the race shall not be for the swift nor 
the battle to the strong; that the distinction or- 
dained by God among men shall be an obliterated 
statute, so that idleness shall bring the same re- 
ward as industry and thrift; that the ignorant 
shall be as wise as the learned; that debts shall 
be paid by acts of Congress; that money shall be 
made as plentiful as the autumn leaves of the for- 
est ; that taxation shall be abolished by State Leg- 
islatures, and that prosperity shall be forcibly dis- 
tributed equally among all men.

It is true that the twine has been supplied at 
a big reduction, but an investigation made by 
a suspicious Alliance man has developed a 
startling and most barefaced swindle. The 
Alliance traders had bought a cheap article of 
sisal twine and had it colored the color of pure 
manilla, the best twine in the market. The 
twine thus colored was branded as manilla and 
sold for that article, giving the seller a very 
large margin. 
It is stated that $15,000 has been made out 
of the swindle thus worked upon the unsus- 
pecting purchaser.
